ON RETIREMENT AFTER 36 
YEARS’ SERVICE

Pardon Asked For 

Ten years later he went te 
Mr. Asquith, then Prime 
Minister, and asked for a free 
pardon. 

“On what grounds,” said Mr. 
Asquith, “do you suggest that 
I should recommend the grant 
of a free pardon?” 

“Because,”. said Earl Rus- 
sell, and I give his own words, 
“the whole thing was a lot of 
hypocritical tosh.” 

I do not know whether this 
reason weighed with Mr. 
Asquith, but soon after a2 free 
pardon was granted. 

I.do not quote this because 
I agree with Earl Russell: far 
from it. I do not like being 
described as an unimaginative 
dunderhead, and, for a. reason I 
cannot go into here, I think that 
the. sentence was justifiable.
